Guided by the driving force of in- 
dustry-oriented minds, the Jackson 
County picture is ever-changing, ever- 
expanding. As a result, the pattern of 
growth presses outward encompassing 
areas between and beyond urban lim- 
its, producing development that unifies 
the county into one solid and substan- 
tial structure. To maintain balance in 
this structure, necessary consideration 
is directed toward housing, education, 
recreation, and utilization of natural 
resources. 

New residential subdivisions dot the 
landscape. Magnolia State Park, 200 
acres in size, is being improved and at- 
tracts many for picnics and camping. 
Plans have been anounced for a new 
recreation area where Bluff Creek 
meets the Pascagoula River. At Gau- 
tier, a new Junior College is under con- 
struction. Industry dependant on prod- 
ucts of the sea will benefit by research 
and conservation programs being con- 
ducted at centers located in Pascagou- 
la and Ocean Springs. Permeating this 
whole scene is the diversitv of the in- 
dustrial picture, an obvious indication 
of its stability. 

Unquestionably, the stellar role is 
shared by the spectacular Bayou Ca- 
sotte Industrial Area and the Port of 
Pascagoula, developed under the guid- 
ance of the Jackson County Port Au- 
thority and the Jackson County Board 
of Supervisors.

A SPECIAL REPORT

The annual report prepared by the 
Jackson County Port Authority for the 
year 1963 indicates one of the most 
successful years in the eight year his- 
tory of this organization. It was cre- 
ated in 1958 when the Legislature gave 
the Jackson County Port Authority, 
when operating jointly with the Jack- 
son Board of Supervisors, wide and 
sweeping powers in the field of indus- 
trial development, port and harbor im- 
provement and harbor management. 
The combined efforts of this group, 
working as a team, has made Jackson 
County Mississippi's leading industrial 
county, the Port of Pascagoula Mis- 


sissippis number one port, and this 
entire area one of the brightest spots 
in the entire south. 

During 1963 many of the long-range 
projects included as a part of the port 
and industrial expansion program be- 
came a reality. The $125,000,000 


Standard Oil refinery, designed to pro- 
cess 100,000 gal. per day, was com- 
pleted and put into operation, making 
a total of approximately $158,000,000 
in new industries located in the Bayou 
Casotte Industrial Area since 1958. 
This industrial area, developed during 
the last six years, is now second to 
none in the entire south. 

The Bayou Casotte Industrial Wa- 
ter Supply System was completed and 
operational on schedule at a cost of 
approximately $4,000,000, with a ca- 
pacity of 25,000,000 gal. of fresh wa- 
ter daily and has operated without in- 
terruption since July 1, 1963. During 
the period July 1 through December 
31, 1963, the County delivered 1,282,- 
280,000 gal. of fresh water to Standard 
Oil Co. for use in the refinery. 

The Corps of Engineers recommend- 
ed improvements for the Harbor and 
Channel, Congress approved and ap- 
propriated money to increase the depth 
of the Pascagoula Channel and Water- 
ways to 38. By September 1, 1963 
the project was completed from the 
Standard Oil refinery to the Gulf. Rec- 
ords show that from July 1, 1960 
through December 31, 1963, the Corps 
of Engineers spent $4,544,869 improv- 
ing and deepening Port of Pascagoula 
harbor and waterways. During the 
same period $618,766 was spent for 
maintenance. The Pascagoula Harbor 

4 Waterways, depth 38’, width 350’, is 
now one of the most navigable in the 
entire Gulf. 


The Jackson County Terminal Ele- 
vator, though only two years old, now 
ranks fifth in the nation, delivering 
more than 72,000,000 bushels of grain 
to ocean-going vessels, for a total of 
2,084,493 tons. 

Total tonnage through the Port ex- 
ceeded all expectations. Water-borne 
commerce in and out amounted to 4,- 
108,455 tons as compared with 566,- 
200 tons in 1960 and 2,107,816 tons 
in 1962. During 1963, 180 ocean-go- 
ing vessels called at the Port as com- 
pared with 116 in 1962 and 4 in 1960. 
Of this total, 120 ships were loaded at 
the Jackson County Terminal Eleva- 
tor, 29 ships at Jackson County Ter- 
minal A, 25 ships at Standard Oil Co. 
docks and 1 ship discharged at the H. 
K. Porter Co. 

During 1963 the A&I Board author- 
ized the issuance of $3,000,000 in 
State Bonds, the balance of the $10.- 
000,000 Port Improvement Program 
approved by the people of Jackson 
County in 1958. New terminal facili- 
ties have been designed and work com- 
menced on the public dock facilities 
located in the Bayou Casotte Area. 
This will include 1,120 ft. of wharf 
space, an open dock and 100,000 sq. 
ft. of additional enclosed warehouse 
terminal space. 

We are happy to report at this time 
that total in and out tonnage for the 
first six months of 1964 totaled 4.137. 
447 exceeding the total of 4,108,455 
tons for the entire year of 1963. * *

Неге is the "Queen City of Indus- 
try" in Coastal Mississippi. She was 
elevated to her high estate by deter- 
mined citizens working tirelessly to es- 
tablish what is now a multi-million dol- 
lar industrial economy for their boom- 
ing city. It might be said that the ram- 
parts of this economy are the great 
structures housing industry in this bus- 
tling empire of success and each tower- 
ing edifice that shapes her skyline 
stands sentinel. The protectors of this 
realm are many, for Pascagoula's army 
of "go-getters", under the leadership of 
top-flight elected officials, Port Au— 
thority, Chamber of Commerce and 
other groups, have goals that are 
boundless. They have come this far in 
two decades so they visualize the fu- 
ture in massive proportions. 

This concentration of industry-direct- 
ed thought does not mean Pascagoula 
is without heart or indifferent to cul- 
tural pursuits. One of the proudest 
achievements is the new $100,000 Day 
Care Center for children 3 to 18 who 
are considered uneducable in public or 
cerebral palsy schools. It is the first 
community owned facility of its kind 
in the state, possibly in the nation. The 
spacious building has central air-con- 
ditioning and music systems, and tele- 
vision sets. Its walls are of brick with 
curved, laminated wooden arches and 
great expanses of glass, a cheerful ha- 
ven for those who have great need for 
understanding. 

In this same vein, the Jackson Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors replaced the 
old Health Center with a new $192,- 
500 facility near the Singing River Hos- 
pital. Now under construction west of 
the hospital is a $618,550 diagnostic 


clinic also containing a children's ward 
with special equipment to treat crip- 
pled children. 

Each year a Community Concert Se- 
ries, Festival of the Arts, and Pilgrim- 
age of Gardens and Homes, are held. 
Last year the latter included a “Pag- 
eant of the Singing River” at the Old 
Spanish Fort. This oldest building in 
the Mississippi Valley houses an ex- 
cellent historical museum under the 
devoted guidance of Mrs. Henry Gau- 
tier. 

In the fall, the Pascagoula Art As- 
sociation presents an exhibit at "The 
Old Place". This plantation-type home 
might well be classed as an art treasure 
itself for it is a unique preservation 
of an ante bellum home setting. First 
opened to public viewing by the late 
Mrs. Hermes Gautier, now Mr. 


Hermes" as he is fondly known (for he 
ranks among those leaders who built 
Pascagoula's success) allows his daugh- 
ter-in law to welcome visitors to this 
fascinating scene of yesteryear. 


In late April 1964, the Pascagoula 
City Council announced it would issue 
$175,000 in bonds to renovate the for- 
mer Post Office building for use as a 
library. In May a new company pub- 
lishing the Mississippi Press, a morn- 
ing newspaper, and the Mississippi 
Register, an afternoon edition, both 
Monday through Friday, joined in re- 
porting the news with The Chronicle, 
established for some time and pub- 
lished daily, including Sundays. 

Industry-wise, the first of six elec- 
tronically controlled cargo ships to be 
built by Ingalls was launched in Jan- 
чагу 64. Also in 1964 keels were laid 
for the atomic sub Tautog and the 
Polaris sub tender AS34. In February, 
a $3,250,000 expansion for Coastal 
Chemical was announced.  All.in-all 
Pascagoula moves — fast, big, but con- 
scientiously.

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Launching into а new program of 
activities designed to expand the eco- 
nomy of this admirable small city 
along with her sister city to the south, 
Moss point still sets her sights high. 
She aims with confidence for her goals 
have always been attained and her 
chances have never been better than 
today to grow and prosper to an ex- 
tent undreamed of a few years ago. 
There is no doubt now that the South 
is in the foreground as the ideal loca- 
tion for industrial expansion or new 
industry and Moss Point has always 
made industry the object of her at- 
tention. 

No tourist city this, not that it is 
lacking in scenic beauty for its pic- 
turesque location “where the Escataw- 
pa meets the Pascagoula River" creates 
lovely vistas either from the center of 
town, where the City Hall faces the 
joining of the rivers, or from a site in 
the handsome residential western sec- 
tion of the city. Pascagoula has many 
elegant older homes in the Victorian 
grand style to attest that she has at- 
tracted substantial citizens for many 
generations. New homes, and there are 
many, are equally charming. Churches 
and schools are impressive in both size 
and arhcitecture. Streets are wide, pav- 
ed and curbed, and yards surrounding 
homes well landscaped. The whole ap- 
pearance of the town is prosperous and 
pleasant. 

Deciding Main St. was impractically 
narrow for today's traffic, there was no 
hesitation in implementing plans to 
move back buildings in the town's bus- 
iness district, а project now underway. 
As the only city on the Gulf Coast to 
twice win Merit awards from the Miss- 
issippi Economic Council (for recrea- 
tion and health and sanitation projects) 
a wide range youth program for 1964 
was set with a full schedule of summer 
activities. The recreation center boasts 
a fine swimming pool. 

The new Chamber of Commerce of- 
fice in an air-conditioned brick build- 
ing at 619 Park St., one block west of 
Main, was moved to this location in 
spring, 1964. Visiting with Mrs. Ann 
Avent, Secretary-Manager, one cannot 
fail to share her sincere enthusiasm 
over the steady progress the city has 
maintained and the thoughtful ‘plans 
laid for the future. Mrs. Avent utilizes 
the medium of radio to visit with the 
people of the Moss Point area for 15 
min. each week telling them of new

accomplishments, and 
plans for civic betterment. This direct 
contact is a highly successful public re- 
lations effort that keeps citizens inter- 
ested and proud of their community. 


Last year the Thiokol Chemical 
Corp. put a new plant into operation 
at Moss Point for the production of 
polyacrylate rubber. Three lines of this 
rubber are now being produced at this 
plant. They are used primarily in auto- 
motive engines, transmission and pow- 
er train seals. At International Paper 
Co. a $3.5 million plant improvement 
program has been announced, an addi- 
tion to the $3 million program that has 
been underway for the past year. The 
mill employs around 1600 with an an- 
nual payroll of $10 million. Other con- 
struction scheduled is a new Catholic 
church at a cost of $198,860 with a 
seating capacity of over 300.

Of much interest is the Gulf Coast 
Research Laboratory, located on a pe- 
ninsula at Ocean Springs. A new $400,- 
000 building, built with funds appro- 
priated by the Mississippi Building 
Commission, is being added to the 
four now situated on the 40 acre site. 
In October 1963 the Lab was awarded 
a $30,000 renewal contract by the U. 
S. Fish and Wildlife Service to continue 
studies of the past year on post larval 
shrimp in Mississippis coastal waters. 
A renewal of a $40,000 contract with 
the Office of Naval Research in Jan- 
чагу 64 continued a study of prevail- 
ing currents, river discharge and surface 
temperature variations between Apa- 
lachicola, Fla., and Corpus Christi, Tex. 
February saw the maiden voyage of 
the Gulf Researcher, a converted sur- 
plus Army Transport outfitted with 
$100,000 of laboratory equipment. The 
65 ft. T-boat was acquired by a $20,- 
000 grant from the State Building 
Commission in 1962, a later grant of 
$99,350 made it possible to equip the 
vessel. In May, the National Science 
Foundation awarded $85,700 to furn- 
ish the new oceanography building. 
The Laboratory has two functions, 
teaching and research. It is affiliated 
with 4 universities and 9 colleges. 
Courses are held every summer in ma- 
rine biology and marine geology. In 
1963, 103 students attended and near- 
ly 400 visitors made short field trips.

U.S. ARMY CORPS OF ENGINEERS, MOBILE OFFICE 
PROGRAM IN COASTAL MISSISSIPPI 


А special report by A. J. Chamberlain, Chief, Technical Liaison Office 


When the U. S. Army Corps of En- 
gineers quietly observed its 189th 
birthday on June 16, the Army's oldest 
technical service (only two days 
younger than the Army itself) was 
busily engaged as the world's largest 
and most influential construction or- 
ganization. During the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, the Corps of Engineers 
supervised the spending of about $2.3 
billion. 

The Mobile District, one of 42 simi- 
lar districts in the Corps, accounted 
for $150 million of this huge amount 
in carrying out Corps of Engineers re- 
sponsibilities along the Mississippi Gulf 
Coast and in the central southeastern 
part of the nation. 

For fiscal year 1955 beginning July 
l, estimated expenditures of $200 mil- 
lion will be made by the Mobile Dis- 
trict. 

The Army's Corps of Engineers has 
been an important factor in the devel- 
opment of the Gulf Coast since 1815— 
an engineer office has been maintained 
at Mobile since 1826. 

Money paid out by the Mobile of- 
fice during the fiscal year ending June 
30 — mostly to contractors selected on 
a competitive-bid basis — went for new 
construction at Army and Air Force in- 
stallations in Mississippi, Alabama, 
Tennessee and northwest Florida; for 
land acquisition, engineering and con- 
struction for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, the nation's 
civilian space agency, at the Marshall 
Space Flight Center and the Mississip- 
pi Test Facility; and for improvement 
and maintenance of coastal and inland 
waterways for navigation, flood con- 
trol and generation of hydroelectric 
power including design, construction 
and operation of dams and reservoirs. 

Mobile "civil works" district is ex- 
tensive — both area and monev-wise. 
Boundaries are formed by the limits of 
river drainage basins. Begining on the 
east in Florida, at the St. Marks Hive: 
south of Tallahassee, the district ex- 
tends westwardly along the Gulf Coast 
to the Pear River, which courses 
through Louisiana and Mississippi. In- 
land, it runs for several hundred miles, 
taking in parts of five states drained by 
major river systems and smaller streams 
flowing into the Gulf of Mexico be- 
tween its coastal boundaries. 

In the district are major Mississippi 
harbors at Biloxi, Gulfport, and Pasca- 
goula, their auxiliary channels and sev- 
eral other small craft channels, as well 


Head of the world’s topmost engineer- 
ing-construction organization is Lt. Gen- 
eral W. K. Wilson, Jr., Chief of Army 
Engineers. A Gulf Coast native, he 
was born at Fort Barrancas, Florida, 
near Pensacola, and served as District 
Engineer of the Mobile District in 1949- 
1952 and as South Atlantic Division 
Engineer in 1952-1953.

A graduate of the 
United States Military Academy at 
West Point and Cornell University, he 
taught at "the Point" and completed 
courses at the Command and General 
Staff College and the Industrial Col- 
lege for the Armed Forces. A combat 
veteran, he holds several decorations. 


as the Gulf Intracoastal Waterway east 
of the Rigolets — all maintained and 
improved by the Corps. 

Before water improvement projects 
desired by citizen groups can be con- 
structed, engineer-economists, at the re- 
quest of Congress, must determine that 
they are feasible from an engineering 
angle and also that they show potential 
benefits greater than the costs of con- 
struction and maintenance. Congress 
recently voted funds to initiate con- 
struction of the Jackson-East Jackson 
flood protection works on the Pearl 
River at Jackson and construction is 
scheduled to get under way this vear. 
Planning is de way for Okatibbee 
Creek flood control reservoir near Mer- 
idian. 

The District Engineer, assisted by a 
staff of four professional Corps of En- 
gineers Army officers and a number of 
Gai assistants, directs a work-force 
of 1,700 civilian employees in carry- 
ing out the large and complex military 
construction program, the immense pro- 
gram for providing space vehicle test 
facilities for NASA, and the important 
program for developing the region's 
superb water resources. 


A thumb-nail sketch of significant 
Corps of Engineers projects in this area 
follows. 


NASA CONSTRUCTION PROJECT 

(The U. S. Army Engineer District at 
Mobile, Alabama, is acting as agent 
for the NASA George C. Marshall 
Space Flight Center for land acquisi- 
tion, engineering, design and construc- 
tion of the Mississippi Test Facility). 


NASA MISSISSIPPI TEST FACILITY 
Proving ground for performing ac- 
ceptance tests on the first two stages 
of the Saturn V moon rocket. First 
phase construction comprising 3 mas- 
sive test stands (one S-IC dual posi- 
tion for ground testing the first stage 
of the SATURN V booster, and two S- 
П for ground testing the second stage) 
is under way together with some 20 
supporting buildings, a boat harbor 
and dock 7% miles of canals including 
a navigation lock, and other facilities. 
The Pearl River has been improved for 
barge navigation. Construction con- 
tracts totaling about $71,000,000 (as 
of May 31) have been awarded; total 
construction cost, excluding instrumen- 
tation, will be about $270,000,000.

The plant is scheduled for comple- 
tion within two years. The company 
is expected to install about $1 million 
in manufacturing equipment and ini- 
tially employ 250 persons. They will 
occupy а 54 acre tract in Industrial 
District #1 north of Handsboro and 
hold an option to acquire an additional 
26 acres when needed. 

The products of this firm, millwork, 
doors, windows, cabinets, and other 
specialties for the quality building mar- 
ket, add other facets to the diversity of 
products stemming from this growing 
industrial area of Coastal Mississippi. 
Caradco, Inc., established in 1866 and 
operating continuously since that date, 
has its main plant in Dubuque, Iowa. 
Its annual sales exceed $20 million. 
The company expects to ship 100 car- 
loads of finished products a month 
from the Harrison County plant. These 
finished products will be constructed 
mostly of imported woods. 

Another important segment of Port- 
americas development began taking 
shape during the summer and fall of 
1963. A resolution was approved by 
the public works committee in Con- 
gress and funds requested for a feasi- 
bility study of widening and dredging 
Ott Bayou at Biloxi. The channel con- 
cerned would provide access from the 
existing seaway channel in Biloxi Bay 
to Clay Point where land was acquired 
for a new industrial site. Work was 
also started on a 350 ft. spur track to 
serve the site, tying at both ends into 
the main line of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad. By winter an agree- 
ment was reached between the Biloxi 
Port Commission, sponsors of the site, 
and the Harrison County Development 
Commission for the addition of this fa- 
cility to the great seaway complex. 

Early spring of 1964 witnessed the 
arrival of two bargeloads of structural 
steel to top the 42 ft. high, massive 
bascule pier of the bridge at the Lor- 
raine road crossing. The pier con- 
tains 2,950 cubic yds. of concreto 
which will support 233 tons of steel for 
a total weight in excess of 6100 tons. 

Another spring activity of the com- 
mission was the decision to assume the 
county's share of the cost of a 8150, 
000 water resources survey by the 
U.S. Geological Survey. This im- 
portant work is a vital step toward 
maintaining, conserving and utilizing 
the now abundant water of this area 
for the benefit of future generations. 

In April, the Commission voted to 
name the Lorraine Road drawbridge 
spanning the seaway, the Eugene P. 
Wilkes Bridge, in honor of Mr. Wilkes, 
editor and publisher of the Biloxi-Gulf- 
port Daily Herald and president of the 
1 1-member commission since its organ- 
ization in 1958. He was elected to his 
sixth consecutive term in late 1963. 


Also in the late spring, contracts 
were let and work begun on Phase 5 
Part 2, which extends the dredging of 
the seaway channel from the E. P. 
Wilkes bridge to the western end of 
Gulfport Lake, and Phase 3, extending 
the channel from the western edge of 
the lake up Bayou Bernard to Three 
Rivers Road. (Reference to map on 
inside back cover will indicate all loca- 
tions mentioned in this article.) The 
project represents an expenditure of 
over $1 million and includes approxi- 
mately 2,416,668 cubic yds, of dredg- 
ing, construction of retaining levees, 
land fill, clearing, drainage improve- 
ment, slope protection, placement. of 
navigation aids and construction of 
about 3.29 miles of access roadway. 

What has been created so far in this 
Herculean Portamericas project? 

A channel 150 ft. wide, 16 ft. deep, 
is ready for use from the Intracoastal 
Canal through the Bay of Biloxi to 
Lorraine Road north of Handsboro. At 
Industrial Site #1, 310 acres are ready 
as sites for light or heavy industry. A 
water supply system, sewerage collec- 
tion system and central sewerage dis- 
posal facility are operational in this 
area. Roads and rail spur provide land 
transportation accessways. 

The $1,329,484 Eugene P. Wilkes 
Bridge nears completion. It is 518 ft. 
long with a single leaf bascule type 
drawspan with a 28 ft. roadway and a 
vertical clearance of 34 ft. 2 in. above 
mean low water. Its design permits 
expansion to a double leaf bascule span 
if the seaway channel is widened in the 


future to accommodate larger vessels. 

At Pass Christian, the West Harri- 
son County Industrial Park, 90 acres 
for light industry, has access by road 
rail and a channel 8 ft. deep and 100 
ft. wide connecting with the Intracoast- 
al Waterway through the Bay of St. 
Louis. It offers 8 industrial sites with 
barge dockage and turning basin. 

Future seaway projects include de- 
velopment of the East Harrison Coun- 
ty Industrial Park at Clay Point, Biloxi, 
modifications to the West Harrison 
County Industrial Park at Pass Chris- 
tian and construction of public ware- 
houses апа tank storage facilities at 
the west end of Phase 3 adjacent to 
Three Rivers Road and the Illinois 
Central spur track to Mississippi Pow- 
er Co. 

Over $6 million has already been 
spent on this mighty project. Present 
scheduled expenditures will add over 
$1 to $2.5 million. This is indeed a 
blue chip investment of mammoth pro- 
portions with the dividend а solid 
economy for a county that is growing 
with purpose and knowhow. It can 
hardly be exceeded in natural advan- 
tages of strategic location and its even- 
tual impact in the industrial utilization 
of its world trade potential, both im- 
port and export. The added advan- 
tages of mild climate, room for expan- 
sion, water, power, transportation facil- 
ities and ideal living situations for per- 
sonnel on all levels, offer maximum in- 
ducement to industries seeking new 
locations.

With the construction contract let on 
the final phase of the Harrison County 
Industrial Seaway, the initial five phas- 
es moves towards completion. 


PROMOTION OF PROJECT 


During the past twelve months, this 
office has made tremendous progress 
in the promotion of the Harrison Coun- 
ty Industrial Seaway. 


Eight industrial trips have been 
made during the past year to the East, 
Midwest, and West Coast and as a 
result of this, eighteen industrialists 
have visited this area and have re- 
ceived firsthand information on what 
we have to offer. These represent man- 
ufacturers of steel, plastic applicators, 
electronic components, wood products, 
corrugated boxes and sheets, liquid hy- 
drogen and oxygen, petrochemicals, 
boat building, chemicals, candy and 
gum. We are presently working on 
completing a contract with a chemical 
industry that will locate a plant in 
Our area. 

During the past year we signed a 
contract with a nationally known man- 
ufacturer of wood products and build- 
ing materials to build a $25 million 
manufacturing plant, the first industry 
to select a plant site in our newly com- 
pleted industrial park. 

CHICAGO AND ST. LOUIS INDUS- 
TRIALISTS VISIT HARRISON 
COUNTY 

In early May of 1964, the Harrison 
County Development Commission in- 
vited a group of 28 industrialists from 
the Chicago and St. Louis areas to 
visit Harrison County and personally 
inspect the industrial parks in this 
county. This 2-day visit was tremen- 
dously successful and since this visit by 
these industrialists, a number of com- 
panies have shown keen interest in pos- 
sible future expansions of plants into 
this county. 

HARRISON SEAWAY WILL BE 
TREMENDOUS INDUSTRIAL 
ASSET 

The Harrison Seaway will be a tre- 
mendous industrial asset, but only be- 
cause it was planned to take advantage 
of the area's other fortunate aspects 
relative to industrial needs. For ex- 
ample, the Seaway would lose a large 
part of its value if it were not for the 
proximity of the Intracoastal Water- 


way, a short 12 miles offshore. Over 
46,000 tons of various types of cargo 
passed through the waterway in 1958. 
Naturally the development as a whole 
is designed for industries which will 
consider the Waterway essential to 
their operations and would therefore 
derive the maximum benefit from use 
of the seaway. 

It is well known that low cost water 
transportation has played a large part 
in the rapid industrial growth of the 
South. There have been, however, 
other features about the South which 
has attracted industry. Harrison Coun- 
ty is fortunate in sharing these attrac- 
tions, some of which are: 


LARGE SITES: The modern indus- 
trial park concept demands a lot of 
room. Some industries, in fact, demand 
as much as five times the amount of 
space they will initially use in order to 
allow expansion. The ability to provide 
this space has proven vital in attract- 
ing industry to an area. Harrison Coun- 
ty is fortunate in having large unoccu- 
pied or agricultural tracts immediately 
outside the urban area. The channel 
route was planned to take advantage of 
these tracts and so provide industry 
with large sites fronting on the channel 
with plenty of room for expansion. 

CONVENIENT HOUSING: Indus- 
try is also concerned as to where their 
workers will live, how much travel time 
there will be between home and the 
job; the maximum travel time for a 
worker under present conditions would 
be only 35 minutes, an acceptable fig- 
ure to industry. However, the Seaway 
was planned so that plenty of land ad- 
jacent to the industrial sites will be 
available for residential development 
which should prove to be a most at- 
tractive feature to the potential tenant. 


AMPLE LABOR: Industry should 
have no problem in this respect, as 
there is an ample supply on which to 
draw, a large part of it semi-skilled or 


skilled.

EXCELLENT TRANSPORTATION 
FACILITIES: This is of vital concern 
to modern industry. Two major rail- 
roads presently serve the area. It is 
also served by ample highway facili- 
ties. When Interstate No. 10 is com- 
pleted, this new highway will be of 
major importance to industry in the 
area. Air transportation facilities are 
adequate. 

There are many other advantages, 
such as abundant fresh water, mild cli- 
mate, nearby source of power and gas, 
economical materials for construction 
and modern community facilities. It is 
believed that the Harrison Seaway will 
greatly enhance these already valuable 
assets. | 
LAST MINUTE NEWS: 

The Harrison County Development 
Commission and Board of Supervisors 
on July 22, 1964 signed a contract with 
Reichhold Chemicals, Inc. for the con- 
struction of a $3 million chemical plant 
on an industrial seaway site northeast

An FAA tower control 
check last year revealed 100,000 land- 
ings at Gulfport Municipal. Charter 
plane and automobile rental services 
are available at the field. 

Education has been kept in the fore- 
ground and the Gulfport Municipal 
Separate School District has a system 
that rates with the best. Another new 
elementary school is scheduled for im- 
mediate construction and all schools

are kept up-to-the-minute in equip- 
ment and teaching methods. The cur- 
riculum is excellent and the best pos- 
sible teacher-student ratio is main— 
tained. 

Public utilities are given constant 
scrutiny to assure top-flight service. 
The city has a new water tower with 
a million gallon capacity. It Was de- 
signed to increase supply and pressure 
and will substantially lower insurance 
rates. Now in operation is a new $] 
million sewage treatment plant capa- 
ble of serving a projected population 
of 75,000. 

Memorial Hospital, an impressive 
200 bed-26 bassinet institution, has 
doubled facilities in the past decade 
and is fully accredited. Housing offers 
no problems with an adequate supply 
of new or older homes for sale or rent 
in all price ranges. Local transit ser- 
vice covers not only the town but ex- 
tends to either end of the Harrison 
County coastline. 

Gulfport is a shopper's delight. At- 
tractive stores stock all essentials and 
many specialties. Merchants, working 
as a group, present city-wide sales with 
sales-inducing imagination and bona

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fide bargains. Such successful. promo- 
tion keeps Gulfport’s gross retail sales 
25% higher than gross income, an indi- 
cation that her trade area reaches far 
bevond city limits. 

During a recent beautification pro- 
gram, brick planters of perennials and 
small magnolia trees were added to the 
median strip in the downtown business 
district. All through the city, park- 
wavs are liberally landscaped with 
huge beds of roses, oleanders, palms, 
pansies and other blooming plants. 

Recreation is an outstanding feature. 
A wide variety of activities are offered 
bv the city's Recreation Dept. includ- 
ing baseball, football, basketball, swim- 
ming, square dancing, ballet, art and 
ceramic lessons, and a Teen Age Cen- 
ter, open daily. They also sponsor a 
Tourist Club for visitors at the West 
Side Community House, on U.S. 90 
facing the beach. A planned program 
extends through the winter months and 
includes a Mardi Gras ball. The annual 
Deep Sea Fishing Rodeo draws record 
crowds. Thousands come to participate 
or enjoy the fair atmosphere and view 
the fabulous catches of competing 
anglers. Also, at the small craft har- 
bor, pleasure boats by schedule and by 
charter carry sightseers to offshore 
islands.

The Port of Gulfport is the most accessible port on the Gulf 
of Mexico. It is located just twelve miles from one of the world's 
major deep-water shipping lanes, approximately midway between 
New Orleans and Mobile. The Port's proximity to the open seas 
results in money saved in vessel dispatch, turn around, and pilot 
fees. From the pilot boarding station, ships from all parts of the 
world move straight to dockside through a channel which is main- 
tained at a thirty foot depth. Tugs are not needed to dock and 
undock ships. 


Gulfport is the only State owned port in Mississippi. It was 


municipally owned until its properties were acquired by the State 
in February 1961 after a City election favoring the change. The 
Port is under the administration of the Gulfport State Port Author- 


ity, a five member appointed board, and operations are directed 
by a Port Director. 

The Port has facilities for handling all types of general 
cargo. These facilities are constantly being improved, modern- 
ized and expanded. The Terminal includes two piers, East and 
West, which encompass 400,000 square feet of modern steel and

concrete warehouses. Shipside and offshore open storage is 
available, and spacious covered aprons on the offshore side. 
of the warehouses expedite handling of inbound and out- 
bound cargo. Also, both of these piers are equipped with 
ample shipside rail trackage. 

The East Pier, on the East side of the Harbor Basin, in- 
cludes a 925 foot long pier with 40,000 square feet of storage 
area in the transit shed. The West Pier, on the West side of 
the Harbor Basin, is 1875 feet long, with eight sections of 
transit sheds containing a total of 212,000 square feet of 
storage area. At the rear of this pier there are four concrete 
warehouse sections containing a total of 140,000 square feet 
of covered storage space. All warehouse space is equipped 
with sprinklers. Shipside outlets for 110, 220 and 440 volt 
electrical current, and connections for unlimited quantities of 
fresh water are also available. 

The newest facility at the Port is a two and one half 
million dollar banana terminal, the most modern in the Na- 
tion. This facility, which went into operation November 
1963, is designed to unload 9,600 stems of bananas, (or an 
equivalent number of boxes) o1 packages of similar size and 
weight, an hour with its four gantries and belt conveyors. 
The Terminal is located on the East side of the harbor and 
encompasses about four and one half acres, in which fifty 
van-tvpe trucks or fifty rail cars сап be spotted for simul- 
taneous loading. The length of the dock is 515 feet. 

Rail transportation to and from the Port is excellent. 
Two maior railroads, the Illinois Central and the Louisville 
and Nashville, serve the Port and City. Each line performs 
its own switching to plants and other installations in the 
Citv; however, the Illinois Central performs all switching to 
and from the Port's facilities on a reciprocal basis. Railroad 


vard facilities are ample to meet all demands. Within the 
City, both railroads capably perform all services necessary. 
Also, ramp service has recently been provided, making the 
area available to TOFC traffic. The Port is located adjacent 
to two major highways, U.S. 90, East and West, and 49. 
North. Present and potential motor carrier service is such 
that there are no problems involving freight traffic routings. 
Gulfport is located on the Gulf Intracoastal Waterway. This 
gives the Port an opportunity to participate in barge traffic 
to and from all coastal waterways and inland waterway 
points. Services of an auxiliary nature are furnished by air- 
lines, bus companies, railway express, and, of course, a first 
class post office. 

Two stevedoring firms capably perform loading /un- 
loading operations at Gulfport for a charge generally Jess 
than at other Gulf ports. These companies also serve as 
steamship agents for the lines they represent. In addition a 
custom house broker and a local collector of customs render 
all services required by governmental authorities. 

With these numerous services and facilities available. 
the Port of Gulfport can offer a complete and well integrated 
transportation arrangement to suit everv general cargo ship- 
pers needs. In order to minimize the cost and effort of ship- 
pers, the Port employs experienced traffic management, effi- 
cient freight handlers, and maintains close supervision of 
every phase of port operations. A terminal tarilf is available 
on request. This publication fullv describes present rules, 
regulations and charges applicable at the Port. Gulfport 
offers facilities and services generally available at other ports; 
however, it has the advantage of being small enough to 
offer P. S.“

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The accelerated rate of progress in 
Long Beach during the past months 
has been attributed to the fact that its 
mayor was placed on a full time basis 
in September of 1963. Citizens realize 
that this capable gentleman can now 
operate with maximum efficiency to 
secure many benefits for the city. Its 
rapid population increase dictated the 
move, as demands created by a soaring 
resident count pressed heavily on the 
part time situation. 

Resulting benefits appeared in rapid 
succession. Through diligent efforts a 
Federal grant was secured in connec- 
tion with the new $1.3 million sewage 
system and treatment plant. This op- 
eration, begun in the spring of 1964, 
is in service at this time. A new well 
was added to the city’s water supply 
source, making a total of three active 
wells. There is a fourth which can be 
cut into the main line when necessary. 

Twelve well-planned subdivisions 
are adding needed housing. All rules 
and regulations regarding new con- 
struction are strictlv observed to con- 
form with standards set up by profes- 
sional planners retained by the city. 
This has proved an incentive to sub- 
stantial investors and three large apart- 
ment buildings have been announced 
for the town. One will contain 55 
units, a second, 36 units, and the third, 
80 units. All will be located on Beach 
Blvd. Arrangements have been made 
for the Long Beach location of a 100 
unit luxury motel with restaurant and 
convention facilities. 

Student enrollment is also at an all 
time high. To accommodate this in- 
crease, education facilities were aug- 
mented by a new Junior High and the 
new 12 classroom Quarles Elementary 
School. Long Beach is also the home 
of Gulf Park College for girls. Its cam- 
pus is enhanced by some of the most 
beautiful giant live oaks on the Missis- 
sippi Gulf Coast. 

To provide adequately for recrea- 
tion, a new football stadium, baseball 
stadium, and tennis courts have been 
completed. A supervised summer rec- 
reation program includes Little League 
softball and arts and crafts classes. 
These classes are held in a special 
building on the High School grounds 
with morning classes for boys and af- 
ternoon sessions for girls. The Munici- 
pal Beach Park has been supplied with 
tables and benches in addition to the 
playground equipment, pier, and lights 
for night use. A new Youth Center 
complete with swimming pool is now 
being constructed under direction of 
the Jaycees.

Therefore, when we gaze behind the 
scenes, we find leaders in government, 
civic organizations, and business, who 
strive to preserve the qualities that 
have brought their beautiful citv fame 
for over 100 years. At the same time, 
they provide the service and planning 
elements necessary to keep their city 


abreast of the most modern living re- 


quirements. 

Great pride is manifested in the ap- 
pearance of thoroughfares. A recent 
street improvement program provided 
new surfacing for many city streets. 
They have now embarked on compre- 
hensive planning including zoning, fu- 
ture roadways, highways, water and 
drainage sy stems and other aspects of 
community development. A seven man 
citizens" Municipal Planning Commis- 
sion was set up to work with the pro- 
fessional planners. 

There is also preliminary planning 
underway for sewerage and water 
projects, estimated to cost over $1 mil- 
lion, which will cover the entire city 
with larger water transmission lines to 
increase pressure and provide for im- 
proved fire protection; construction of 
a sewerage treatment plant will be in- 
cluded in the sewerage installation. 

The Pass Christian Isles and Hender- 
son Point section, at the western limits 
of Pass Christian, is also in the plan- 
ning stage for a $1.2 million svstem to 
include new water facilities, fire hy- 
drants, elevated storage tank, and sani- 
(агу sewer lines with a chemical treat- 
ment plant.

Recent construction in Pass Chris- 
tian has created several new neighbor- 
hoods. Builders strive to preserve the 
tradition of beautiful homes and there 
is no glaring architectural conflict to 
mar the harmonious pattern of dignity 
and grace. A handsome new brick 
apartment building, the Richlieu. cap- 
tures the aura of historical local French- 
Spanish influence with railed galleries, 
louvered enclosures, and iron lacework 
trim. The galleries offer a view of 
everchanging Gulf waters, and a resi- 
dent has the choice of surf or private 
pool swimming. 

The Pass Christian School District 
offers excellent educational facilities 
for its children. Many new families 
have arrived in recent months to swell 
the enrollment, but this has created no 
problem as officials have been alert to 
projected requirements. In two vears 
the operating budget has been increased 
by $132,526. Ten classrooms, vocation- 
al and industrial arts shops, band hall, 
and stadium, are all new additions, 
plus eight new teachers. A new for- 
eign language lab is to be added at 
the High School for the 1964-65 term. 
Along with the excellent curriculum, 
five-sport participation is maintained; 
football, basketball, baseball, track, and 
tennis. The district is adequately 
served with school buses. There is 
also a private school, The Kern School, 
and two parochial schools, one of which 
is a new building of structural con- 
crete with year-round air-conditioning 
and most modern in every respect.

founded in 1849. Today, sailing still 
claims wide interest and colorful craft 
plv the waters out from the Yacht Club 
daily. Weekend races attract large 
turnouts and regatta time is a gala 
affair. 

Mardi Gras is observed with all due 
pomp and merriment each Shrove 
Tuesday. The French influence is de- 
lightfully reflected in local manners, 
customs, and cuisine. This is most fit- 
ting, for it was Christian L’Adnier, dis- 
patched by d'Iberville in 1699 to ex- 
plore the waters around his base at 
L'lle Aux Vaisseaux (Ship Island), who 
found the pass leading shoreward. The 
community that grew up at this point 
was named in his honor. 

Much color is woven into the history 
of this gracious town. Todav a new 
stage is set for her bv the advent of 
Space Program operations and a new 
era of industry and commerce. She en- 
ters, reads to assume her role with 
poise and assurance.

То a newcomer not cormected with 
NASA's Mississippi Test Operations, а 
casual observation of Hancock County 
would not at first reveal the enormous 
developments that are now taking place 
and their tremendous impact on the 
county as a whole. However, to those 
who know and live in the area, excit- 
ing daily events and a definite upsurge 
in all areas of the economic spectrum 
can be readily noted. 

Building, both commercial and resi- 
dential, has increased in volume and 
scope. Retail sales have mounted the 
past vear without the usual downturn 
expected during the winter months 
when summer residents depart. This 
quickening of the economic pulse can 
be attributed in great part to the ex- 
panded and accelerated pace of MTO 
construction activitv, which now in- 
volves well over 2000 workers, and the 
arrival of 350 base personnel with their 
families. 

A year ago we described one of the 
earliest installations at MTO; the giant 
expotential horn which simulates the 
rumble of the rocket booster for acous- 
tical testing purposes. This horn, and 
its companion weather station, we sta- 
ted, were located in a yet undisturbed 
pine forest. During the past year this 
pine forest, now considerably reduced 
in size, has witnessed some monumen- 
tal changes. 

Construction began in May, 1963 
and today 13 construction contracts to- 
taling $2.3 million have been comple- 
ted, including a harbor and dock which 
were hewn out of literally impenetra- 
ble cypress swamp. This harbor and 
dock have become a busy terminal for 
barge delivery of supplies and equip- 
ment needed at the site. There are 33 
construction projects underway at this 
time totaling approximately $83 mil- 
lion. In addition there are active and 


Superstructure work is under way on 
the first of two 5-11 (second stage) test 
stands at NASA's Mississippi Test Op- 
erations. The stand, scheduled for com- 
pletion in the summer of 1965, will be 
used to static test the second stage of 
the Saturn У moon rocket. In addition 
to the two 5-11 stands, there will be a 
dual-position stand for the 5-1С (first 
stage) booster of the Saturn V. 


More than 130,000 cubic yards of con- 
crete will be used in the construction 
of the navigation lock at NASA's Mis- 
sissippi Test Operations. The lock is 
being built to lift booster-carrying 
barges into the main canal system, 
some 23 feet above the level of the 
East Pearl River.

completed procurement contracts worth 
over $11 million. Base personnel at 
the present time include employees of 
NASA, U.S. Corps of Engineers, Ray- 
theon, and General Electric—the tech- 
nical and plant support contractor. 

Construction will reach its peak this 
year with a force of 3000 expected to 
be working at the site. Some 2600 per- 
manent workers will be employed when 
NASA begins static testing of the Sat- 
urn rocket stages. These will include 
personnel of the two stage contractors; 
The Boeing Co. and North American 
Aviation Inc. Boeing is charged with 
testing the S-1C stage of the Saturn V 
and North American will be testing the 
S-11 second stage of the moon rocket. 
Three test stands will be erected at 
MTO to test fire the second stage of 
the Saturn V. The tallest, a 400 ft. 
dual stand, will be higher than the tall- 
est building in Mississippi. Supporting 
facilities now under construction in- 
clude a laboratory and engineering 
complex, 7% miles of canals, a lock 
and bascule bridge, Saturn V complex, 
and industrial complex. 

At other space installations in the 
United States, allied industries have 
located in the outer perimeter area. It 
is most advantageous for the industries 
and their installations to be їп close 
proximity to these NASA sites. With 
this in mind, and armed with the 
knowledge that a vast nationwide 
southward movement of industrial lo- 
cations was taking place, the Hancock 
Board of Supervisors realized they 
could gain much to benefit the people 
of Hancock County by focusing the at- 
tention of industry on her natural ad- 
vantages based on waterways and wa- 
ter resources. To accomplish this, the 
Board of Supervisors initiated forma- 
tion of a Port and Harbor Commission. 
The following special article reports on 
its activities to date. 


THE HANCOCK COUNTY PORT 
AND HARBOR COMMISSION 
A SPECIAL REPORT 


Hancock County is most favorably 
situated for the development of water 
borne commerce and industry benefit- 
ing by water transportation. ‘Consider- 
ing this fact in relation to the fast de- 
veloping Mississippi Test Operations 
and industrial growth evident in sim- 
ilar nearby situations, the Hancock 
County Board of Supervisors, in 1963, 
established the Hancock County Port 
and Harbor Commission. 

In order to recommend an efficient, 
practical plan, the Commission retained 
Michael Baker and Assoc. to pursue 
engineering survevs, economic studies, 
long range planning, and feasibility an- 
alvses, to serve as basis for formulating 
the development program. This under- 
taking was designated to proceed in 
three phases; Phase A—evaluation of all 
county waterways, investigation of po- 
tential port and industrial sites, plus 
conclusions, recommendations, and 
planning criteria; Phase B—a master 
development plan entailing long range 
plans for development of channels, 
ports, harbors, waterside industria] 
docks, and other improvements, and a 
suggested schedule of implementation; 
Phase C-—estimated costs, tentative 
schedule for financing and feasibility 
of initial development. This three- 
phase report is nearing completion. 


The area indicated as most advantag- 
eous at this time in relation to cost 
and other factors lies in the northern 
half of the Mulatto Bavou peninsula, 
south of Pearlington. In this location, 
a site of 1000 acres could be served by 
a deep water channel via Mulatto 
Bavou to Pearl River, thence to the 
Intracoastal Waterway and points east 
and west. In a long range projection, 
a direct-line 40 ft. deep-sea channel to 
the Gulf of Mexico is contemplated. 
Highway 90 lies less than three miles 
from the northwest limits of the pro- 
posed site and less than 6 miles of 
roads could adequately provide access. 
The Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
would be connected to the area bv a 
proposed 7.8 miles of rail spur. The 
close proximitv of the proposed indus- 
trial site to NASA's MTO increases the 
potential for relatively fast occupation 
bv industries related to the space pro- 
gram. Estimated costs for the develop- 
ment of the industrial area is $1, 
976,580. 

The report touches many other as- 
pects of water utilization and conser- 
vation and the eventual far reaching 
effects in the field of recreation and 
property value, as well as industry-re- 
lated benefits. When the final report 
is presented, action is the next order 
of the day. As they approach and con- 
sider this new undertaking with care 
and planning, the people of Hancock 
County visualize а new doorwav to 
prosperitv for their future. The Han-

the Hancock County Port and Harbor 
Commission are to be congratulated 
for their far-sighted accomplishments 
of the past year. 


There is much to be told of county- 
wide activity but space will only per- 
mit us to present the highlights. One 
of these highlights is the $500,000 ad- 
dition to Hancock General Hospital, 
expanding services to 60 beds. It is a 
fine new installation, the only hospital 
of its size in the southeastern U. S. to 
be given a full three-year accreditation. 
The hospital staff is composed of 67 
persons, with an ETG specialist and 
radiologist on full time. There are 22 
staff doctors and a Hospital Guild con- 
sisting of 110 ladies who this year in- 
troduced Candy Stripers, encouraging 
30 young ladies to join in this worthy 
work. A helioport, a most unusual ad- 
dition, was completed recently on the 
hospital grounds. This is also a county 
facility and was added to assist in res- 
cue work in the Gulf or accidents oc- 
curring at MTO. The hospital also 
maintains a dispensary and first aid ac- 
commodation at the NASA site. 

Because of a fine program of forest 
management, the returns from the 
woodlands of Hancock County still 
play an important role in the local 
economy. Flatcars and barges loaded 
with pulpwood, seen daily, give evi- 
dence of a substantial industry. Poles, 
piling, and sawlogs are still produced 
in good quantity. 


Good forest management and replant- 
ing practices assure a substantial return 
from forest lands of Hancock County 
for years to come. 


In the northern part of the county 
purebred cattle graze on fine pastures 
at several large ranches and tung and 
pecan orchards provide bountiful har- 
vests of the valuable nuts. Row crops 
are still cultivated to some degree and 
dairy farming is rated among the high- 
ly successful rural ventures at this time.

Pearlington ranks among the oldest 
towns in south Mississippi. First plot- 
ted and chartered in 1832, it is located 
on the Pearl River, about twelve miles 
from the point where the river empties 
into Lake Borgne, and is bisected by 
Ur ©: 90: Mississippi Monitor is pre- 
senting it for the first time in a special 
story because located on the very bor- 
der of the Mississippi Test Operations 
buffer zone, within easy commuting i 
distance of New Orleans East, and 1 
faced with large scale development and 
utilization of the Pearl, it seems des- 
tined to again claim recognition as a 
center of important growth. Perhaps, 
in due time, it will join the ranks of 
incorporated cities of Coastal Missis- 
sippi. 

We use the phrase "again claim rec- 
ognition" because records dating back 
to the 18th century indicate consid- 
erable early habitation of European 
origin on the eastern banks of the Pearl 
in its southernmost expanse, probably 
coinciding with the settlement of Bi- 
loxi, some miles to the east. William 
Bartram, famed botanist who traveled 
the southwest Atlantic and Gulf coasts 
studying the flora of the area during 
the 1780's, tells of visiting one Mr, 
Rumsey, a gentleman of English origin, 


who maintained a large and highly pro- 
ductive plantation on Pearl Island at

A description by Mr. Wailes identi- 
fies Pearlington of 1852 as "a French- 
looking town" with “two steam saw 
mills in progress of erection and an 
Academy for boys and girls" and the 
river merits the comment “said to be 
the best and most accessible harbor in 
the state". (Today, it seems this ad- 
vantage is about to be developed to- 
ward its full potential.) 

The sawmills prospered, for this was 
a fine section for cypress and yellow 
pine, and the Poitevant and Favre 
Lumber Co. shipped lumber to South 
America and U. S. ports on two and 
three masted schooners. Pearlington, 
Logtown, Napoleon, and Gainesville, 
side by side on the Pearl in a line 
northward, flourished, and Gainesville 
became the county seat. (These last 
three mentioned towns exist no more 
for recent occupation by Mississippi 
Test Operations decreed they must go. ) 

A dry dock for the construction and 
repair of ships for New Orleans and 
the surrounding area was established 
at Pearlington. Schooners, steamers, 
and flatboats plied the waters of the 
river in great numbers and were the 
principle mode of distance travel and 
commerce of the day. 

Long staple or sea island cotton was 
grown most successfully in the area 
around Pearlington in its early years 
and was sent to a gin located just north 
of town. Cotton from plantations up- 
stream was brought on flatboats for gin- 
ning after which it was shipped to New 
Orleans on steamers and schooners. 

Another mention tells of extensive 
brick yards at Napoleon where bricks 
were made for the construction of Fort 
Pike at the nearby Rigolets Pass be- 
tween Lake Borgne and Lake Pont- 
chartrain. This fort was erected bs 
Andrew Jackson in 1814. 

Then in the first years of this cen- 
tury the sawmill activity waned as the 
vast forests were depleted. The great 
mill, once the largest in the world, dis- 
appeared and its nearly 2000 em- 
plovees were forced to seek employ- 
ment elsewhere. The schooners and 
steamers departed and no more was the 
river a great water highway. The towns 
remained, still beautiful and pictur- 
esque, with their great groves of live 
oaks and high bluffs overlooking the 
river, but quieter and smaller. None 
the less, there were people from else- 
where who discovered these charms 
and joined the proud inhabitants of 
Pearlington and her neighbors. A 
goodly number of fine residences and 
summer homes were added through the 
years. 

Then came the fall of 1961 when 
NASA announced intentions of acquir- 
ing a huge land area that would in- 
clude Gainesville, Napoleon, and Log- 
town. Many of the residents of theso 


towns relocated in Pearlington and, 
added to the newcomers who began 
to arrive, effected a demand for homes 
and homesites unmatched in the town's 
history. It was obvious that more resi- 
dences and sites for building were 
needed. Ten miles of streets and roads 
were constructed. The population dou- 
bled in an eight month period reach- 
ing an estimated 1800. Eighty new 
homes were built in 1963, eighty more 
in the first half of 1964. 

An important announcement was 
made in early 1964 by Mr. Charles 
Hill, à well known builder who had 
discovered the charm of Pearlington 
ten years ago and made it his home. 
He revealed his corporation had pur- 
chased one of the town's most beauti- 
ful tracts of land, held bv a family for 
148 years since the original Spanish 
land grant; development as a residen- 
tial subdivision would begin immedi- 
ately. At this writing, the 355 acre 
tract, named Oak Harbor for the 40 
acres of huge live oaks on Bayou Cow- 
an in the southernmost section, has 
streets shaped, much land cleared for 
building, and one large home well un- 
derway. The whole site is covered 
with pines, oaks, and magnolias and 
these are being protected and retained 
in the land shaping process. 

Sites for a private clubhouse, marina, 
and shoping center, are being reserved. 
Inquiries have been made by a private 
school wishing to locate in the sub- 
division. Streets will be paved and 
lighted and a sewerage system with 
treatment plant will be installed. А 
central water system will supply pure 
artesian water at 60 lbs. pressure. 
There will be an Olympic size swim- 
ming pool at the private club for home- 
owners plus a private marina and а 
public marina. Natural waterways 
surround the area and lead to the Gulf, 
5% miles away. Minimum home size 
permitted will be 1500 sq. ft. and all 
designs must pass aproval of an archi- 
tectural board. -Oak Harbor will be 
the most extensive residential develop- 
ment in Hancock County and is ideally 
located midway between NASA's MTÓ 
and the Michoud Facility in New Or- 
leans East. 

Pearlington has a big future ahead. 
To secure it there is much work to be 
done, many plans to unfold. Citizens 
are working toward acquiring a new 
school for their town; at present the 
Logtown school will be used for the 
64-65 term. There were three churches 
in the town, four new ones were add- 
ed. Transportation to and from the 
town is by private car or Greyhound 
bus (hourly schedule). A restaurant, 
garage and service station are located 
at the bus stop. There are 2 other res- 
taurants, 2 service stations, а general 
store, grocery store, post office, and

Studies by the Hancock County Port 
and Harbor Commission now underway 
for the development of an industrial 
site south of Pearlington are being 
viewed with much interest by towns- 
people for this will add further impetus 
to the growing importance. of their 
strategic location.

The breathtaking beauty of Pearl 
River County's tung orchards bloom- 
ing in the spring is one of the most 
spectacular sights to be seen in Coastal 
Mississippi. The transformation from 
blossoms to tung nuts provides one of 
the county's most important economic 
assets. 

Mississippi is the greatest tung grow- 
ing state in the nation and Pearl River 
county leads among its counties with 
approxim: itely < 10,000 acres in tung or- 
chards at this time. The 1963 crop 
was close to 7,000,000 lbs. bringing a 
return of about $2,000,000. One thou- 
sand acres of new planting is underw ау 
with nursery stock being prepared to 
plant 10, 000 additional acres next year. 
An interesting sidelight at this point; 
in 1932, the first tung nut harvest, the 
yield was 120,000 Ibs. of oil. Today 
that yield has increased more than 300 
times that figuré. As a result of fa- 
vorable weather, trees and fruit are in 
excellent condition for 1964 with in- 
dividual orchards in prime shape. 

A significant change occuring 
throughout the Pearl River tung belt is 
the acquisition of mechanical pt irvest- 
ing equipment. Many owners are pre- 
paring groves for this change and from 
these pilot groves should emerge a sys- 
tem that will become applicable to the 
entire growing area. 

This county, The Tung Center of 
America, today anticipates new heights 
for its important crop as а program 
of research by the Pan American Tung 
Research and Development League 
promises significant breakthroughs into 
entirely new applications of Te oil by 
way of new derivatives.

Much credit for the success of the 
tung industry is directly attributed to 
the dedicated work of the American 
Tung Oil Association and the National 
Tung Oil Marketing Cooperative Inc. 
It nee resulted in the widespre: id use 
of tung oil in such varied products as 
food and beverage can linings, auto 
brake linings, printing inks, and elec- 
tric insullation as well as established 
use in paint, 
material, floor coverings, wallboard 
wall coverings, and tank truck and rail- 
road tank car linings. A definite in-

crease has been noted in the consump- 
tion of tung oil and this increase seems 
to project well into the future. 
Another of Pearl River Countv's eco- 
nomic anchor posts is its forests, with 


74% owned by private interests, 
127 by paper and pulp industries and 
14% by state and federal government 
There are 348,700 acres of commercial 
forest lands in the county. 

Pulp and paper industries, in the ac- 
tual growing and harvesting of the tim- 
ber, pay ל‎ over $250,000 in 
MN EC for woodland crews and man- 
agement. From humble beginnings 
only forty years ago, it has evolved into 
a hungry giant consuming approxim: ме- 
ly 25,000, 000 cords of wood annually 
with a market value of $500 million. 
Indeed, the whine of the power saw 
and roar of pulpwood trucks are the 
sounds that sing of prosperity in the 
woodlands of south Mississippi. 


Dairying continues to mean much 
in the diversified economic structure 
of the county with 93 dairies realizing 
approximately $900,000 annually from 
6000 head of dairy cattle including 
Jerseys, Guernseys, and Holsteins, on 
farms averaging in excess of 250 acres. 
The milk producers continually strive 
to upgrade herds through modern 
breeding practices. As in industrv and 
agriculture, mechanization is the watch- 
word and dairymen have installed au- 
tomatic feeding, pipeline milking svs- 
tems, and tanks for bulk storage. 

Breeding of registered cattle is be- 
ing expanded to a considerable degree. 
Two of the largest ranches, Millbrook 
—specializing in Registered Polled Her- 
fords, and Double CC-where Regis- 
tered Black Angus are featured, both 
made news in ranching circles in the 
past year. 

Industry in the two urban centers 
is on the upswing with an accompany- 
ing increase in residential construction. 
Much of this activity is based on the 
location of the Mississippi Test Opera- 
tions at the southern tip of the county. 

Last year, oil and gas revenues from 
the county's two producing fields 
(based on 1% severance tax records) 
totaled $3,600,000. Interstate 59 
through Pearl River County nears com- 
pletion and is expected to have a no- 
ticeable impact on growth of commu- 
nities near access points. 

The sweeping economic advances ol 
Pearl River County in the last decade 
have made it one of the leading coun 
ties of. Mississippi and places it in an 
enviable category of stability that in— 
dicates a future of continued prosperi- 
ty and growth.

Seven-foot deep waterway connect- 
ing Bogalusa, Louisiana, to the Gulf 
Intracoastal Waterway by way of the 
Pearl River, a lateral canal with three 
locks, and the West Pearl River. A 
short stretch of the waterway south of 
Bogalusa forms the Mississippi-Louis- 
iana state line. 
PEARL RIVER BASIN 

The Corps of Engineers, with the 
co-operation of other Federal and state 
agencies, is undertaking a comprehen- 
sive study of the Pearl River basin to 
formulate plans to provide the best use, 
or combination of uses, of water and re- 
lated land resources in the basin to 
meet all foreseeable short- and long- 
term needs. 


EAST PEARL RIVER 

Nine-foot deep entrance channel 
connecting deep water in East Pearl 
River with deep water in Lake Borgne. 
WOLF AND JOURDAN RIVERS. 

Seven-foot deep entrance channels 
connecting deep water in the Woll 
River and the Jourdan River to deep 
water in St. Louis Bay. 
PASS CHRISTIAN HARBOR 

Small- craft harbor and entrance 
channel, 7 feet deep, serving as a base 
for commercial shrimp and oyster boats 
and recreational craft. 
GULFPORT HARBOR 

Access to the Gulf of Mexico from 
the port of Gulfport is provided by а 
ship channel about 20 miles long with 
minimum depth of 30 feet. The project 
includes anchorage and turning basin 
for deep draft merchant vessels and an 
adjacent 8 ft. deep basin for small 
craft. 
BILOXI HARBOR 

A channel 12 feet deep, 23 miles 
long, 150 feet wide (100 feet wide in 
Back Bay, Big Lake and Bayou Bern- 
ard) serves Biloxi's large seafood in- 
dustry, shallow-draft barge navigation, 
charter boats and pleasure craft. Local 
interests are seeking Federal authoriza- 
tion for adopting the Harrison County 
Seaway and increasing its channel di- 
mensions—a public hearing by the Army 
Corps of Engineers was held at Biloxi 
on 30 April to obtain data for the 
Corps feasibility study of the project. 
HARRISON COUNTY SHORE PRO- 
TECTION PROJECT 

Sea wall and sand beach from Biloxi 
Lighthouse to Henderson Point. Fed- 
eral Government provided about one 
third of cost of repairing sea wall orig- 
inally built by Harrison County and 
protecting it with beach after original 
wall was severely damaged by natural 
forces, including the hurricane of 1947. 
BLUFF CREEK 

Channel 10 miles long from Van- 
cleave to mouth of Bluff Creek, obtain- 
ed by removing obstructions from na- 
tural channel. 
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Major General A. C. Welling is South 
Atlantic Division Engineer, in command 
of all Corps of Engineers activities in 
the Southeastern United States and 
several off-shore locations. His Divi- 
sion office, one of 12 similar head- 
quarters, is located in Atlanta. The 
Mobile District is under his command. 
He is a West Point graduate and has 
held numerous staff and command as- 
signments, including membership on 
the Board of Commissioners for gov- 
erning the District of Columbia and 
command of all base construction for 
the Atlas, Titan and Minuteman mis- 
siles. 


PASCAGOULA RIVER 

Channel 82 miles long from Merrill 
to its junction with Dog River main- 
tained by removing obstructions from 
natural channel. Used principally for 
rafting and barging logs. 
PASCAGOULA HARBOR 

Dredging to attain the harbor's Con- 
gressionally authorized 38-foot depth 
linking Pascagoula Harbor and Bayou 
Casotte with deep water at Horn Is- 
land Pass was completed in March 
1964 at a cost of slightly more than 
82% million. Deepening the Horn Is- 
land entrance channel from 38 to 40 
feet is to be accomplished in fiscal year 
1965. Now that the harbor can accom- 
modate larger vessels, still greater vear- 
to-year increases in commerce are an- 
ticipated at the active seaport.

The city's share will be financed by à 
revenue bond issue thereby causing no 
increase in city taxation. 

Important strides have been taken

Recently, 17,000 ft. of high 
pressure natural gas lines have been 
installed to upgrade the gas system 
and accommodate growth.

Picayune has a Municipal Separate 
School District consisting of 200 square 
miles of territory—140 square miles in 
Pearl River County and 60 in Hancock 
County. There are 2 High Schools, 1 
Junior High and 8 Elementary with a 
total enrollment of 3800. 

The School System operates sixteen 
school busses to transport the students 
to the different schools. These busses 
are all steel bodies in good repair and 
are driven by well trained drivers, all 
with certificates for driving issued by 
the State Department of Education. 
There is a Supervisor of Transportation 
to co-ordinate and supervise all the 
transportation. 

The Picayune Municipal Separate 
School District Board of Trustees is 
determined to have sufficient class- 
rooms, teachers, and other facilities to 
take care of the ever increasing enroll- 
ment due to the Mississippi Test Op- 
erations. 

Twenty-six additional classrooms 
were finished in the summer of 1963. 
Nineteen additional teachers were add- 
ed for the 1963-64 session. The 1963- 
64 pupil-teacher ratio for white schools 
were as follows: In the elementary 
schools-1 to 28.6 (this is not АРА 
ratio, but a current enrollment ratio). 
In the Junior High School—1 to 26, and 
in the High School—1 to 24.64. 


New Auditorium Building. 


At one of the elementary schools, 
there is underway an addition consist- 
ing of SIX classrooms, restrooms, and 4 
cafeteria. This will be finished in the 
early fall. 

At another elementary school, plans 
have been approved and an allotment 
made for part of the construction cost 
of six classroom annex by the Mississip- 
pi State Educational Finance Commis- 
sion. Construction work will be started 
on this within a few months. 

General plans are underway at the 
present for an enlargement at the pres- 
ent Junior High School consisting of a 
cafeteria, a Home Economics Depart- 
ment, an Industrial Arts Department 
and several academic classrooms. 

Fifteen additional teachers are be- 
ing added for the session 1964-65 and 
there will be sufficient classrooms. With 
this many teachers and facilities the 
school can easily accomodate an in- 
creased enrollment from six to eight 
hundred. 

The Current Operating Budget foi 
the 1964-65 session will be $1,012,000 
or slightly more. The citizens seem уегу 
willing to support this type budget in 
order to have a good school program 
and to be prepared for an increased 
enrollment due to the Mississippi Test 
Operations being nearby. 

In the past two years the Gymnasi- 
um has been renovated, and, in addi- 
tion to the 26 new classrooms, we have 
constructed one kitchen and cafetorium 
and an enlargement of another kitchen 
and cafeteria. These buildings are 
equipped with modern and efficient 
furniture and fixtures. The school sys- 
tem maintains 8 cafeterias and central 
freezing storage and central cold stor- 
age at the High School.

During the past four years, a rather 
extensive building program has been 
carried on. The School Board has spent 
approximately $900,000 for buildings 
and facilities during this time. One of 
the new buildings was a very fine and 
spacious auditorium fully air-condi- 
tioned and with most adequate lighting 
arrangements. The Home Economics 
Department and Industrial Arts voca- 
tional work are very good. 

Picayune has an outstanding football 
field, and an additional field on which 
to practice, a track, and Stadium. The 
Stadium is a gift largely by the R. H. 
Crosby family and some help from 
other citizens of the community. It is 
one of the best in the State. The Band 
Department is located at the stadium 

The Picayune Schools are equipped 
with the very latest teaching aids in 
the Science Departments. There is а 
well equipped laboratory for natural 
sciences and another for biological 
sciences. The laboratory apparatus and 
supplies are fully adequate. 

There is an electronically operated 
Language laboratory for the high 
school which makes the teaching of 
Modern Foreign Languages more at 
tractive and more efficient. Spanish is 
taught in the elementary grades. This 
is done by records, tapes, etc.; em- 
phasis being placed largely on the 
spoken word. 

There is an Art room that is well 
equipped with furniture and fixtures, 
with a well trained Art teacher. There 
is a Special Class for retarded children 
in the elementary grades, and a teacher 
of Speech Therapy for children needing 
Speech correction. There is ап Audio 
Visual Education Program in both ele- 
mentary and high schools. 

Public School Music is taught all 
students, grades 1-6, and choral work 
is carried on in the Junior High and 
High School. Piano on a private tuition 
basis is offered to all students wanting 
it. It is taught in piano studios in the 
different buildings. Picayune High 
School has a band that is outstanding 
and nationally recognized. 


Foreign. languages are taught with 
latest electronic equipment. 


College extension courses are taught 
at night in the Picayune Memorial High 
School by the faculty of Pearl River 
Junior College. This is rendering a very 
fine service to many people who are 
taking advantage of this college work 
at home. 

Picayune School System has an out- 
standing corp of one-hundred thirty- 
two teachers. Many of these have M. A. 
Degrees and some have gone beyond 
this in graduate work. There is a very 
high percentage of experienced teach- 
ers on the faculty. They are doing an 
excellent job. In fact, the administra- 
tion feels that Picayune has a high 
quality education program. 

The Board of Trustees are men of 
vision and are interested in a con- 
tinuous program of improvement of 
public education for all the people of 
the School District. Under the guid- 
ance of these men the public may ex- 
pect sufficient classrooms and othei 
building facilities to take care of anv 
future growth in population and school 
enrollment that this area may have. 
The School Board is determined to have 
a school system second to none in Mis- 
sissippi. 
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The result of orderly planning and 
great civic pride is readily apparent as 
one visits the beautiful subdivisions lo- 
cated in the newly annexed areas of 
Picayune.

Two community centers are located 
in the town. One of these is situated 
on 13 acres of land acquired from an 
estate and developed under the direc- 
tion of the town’s Jaycees.

Тһе temperature was trying for sum- 
mertime status when we arrived in 
Poplarville {о get pictures and story 
material for this article, so it was with 
some regret that, after making neces- 
sary notes, we left the comfortable air 
conditioned office of Mr. R. Gordon 
Williams to photograph Southern Acres. 
In spite of the steadv breeze that was 
pushing white puffs of clouds across 
the bright blue skv of the early spring 
morning, the sun produced a defiant, 
penetrating warmth. An hour of work 
in the openness of a recently cleared 
subdivision and we would be pretty 
well "done in" for the morning. 

But the fates that favors writers and 
shutter snappers were smiling when a 
"Here we are" from Mr. Williams in- 
troduced us to one of the loveliest vis- 
tas we could hope to find. The span- 
gled green of a pecan grove resplen- 
dent in new foliage was before us and 
where we had expected the rough bar- 
ren soil of lately leveled land and new 
formed streets lav а trim, smooth car- 
pet of green turf. The breeze in the 
dappled shade of the trees was decid- 
edly many degrees cooler than in town 
nearby and combined with the fra- 
grance of freshly mowed grass to cre- 
ate a thoroughly satisfving experience. 
Here was a spot for contentment, so 
ideal and so different from the usual 
residential development. How attrac- 
tive a setting for any type home, mod- 
ern or traditional, placed amid pecan 
trees of a size that would require al- 
most a lifetime of waiting if a home- 
owner planted one at the time of con- 
struction.

Mr. Williams mentioned that the 
average years harvest from trees on 
one lot, if sold, would easily meet taxes 
and insurance payments on the own- 
ers home, making purchase of such a 
site vield a most unique extra dividend.

Facing west, Mr. Williams pointed 
to a handsome grove of trees and told 
us that soon, in that area some 750 
feet off State Highway 53, he will de- 
velop a prestige subdivision on 41 
acres with sites around an 800 ft. lake. 
This will be for homes priced from 
$20,000 with a 1400 sq. ft. floor space 
minimum. All homes in both subdi- 
visions will be masonrv construction 
and mav be built from a plan of the 
owner's own selection. 

The care and consideration Mr. Wil- 
liams devotes to his developments is 
typical of this voung man who is with- 


out question an outstanding civic lead- 
er. A native of Poplarville and grad- 
uate of the University of Southern 
Mississippi, he was recently elected to 
the city’s Board of Aldermen without 
opposition, a tribute to his years ol 
work in community activities. He is 
Secretary of the State Banking Com- 
mission, former Junior Chamber of 
Commerce president and recipient of 
plaque as outstanding J. C. of the Year, 
Committee Chairman of Explorer 
Scouts, long active in Boy Scout work 
and as Sunday School teacher at the 
Methodist Church where he is on the 
Board of Stewards; represents North 
Pearl River Chamber of Commerce on 
Area Planning Commission, Secretary 
of the Pearl River County Board of 
Realtors, member of the Mississippi 
Board of Realtors and the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards.

Pine has ascended 
the throne as king of the economy at 
this time, a king restored to his right- 
ful estate. 

This story could have begun with 
"Once upon a time"—for Pine ruled the 
economy fifty years ago before thought- 
less invaders of the forest, armed with 
saw and ax, stripped the land bare of 
its wealth of green gold. There was 
no plan of replanting for the future 
and without forests to sustain them, 
the great mills moved away. This 
could have resulted in prolonged eco- 
nomic tragedy, but not so in Stone 
County. These industrious people real- 
ized that to replace the forests required 
years of waiting, so a pickle plant was 
encouraged to locate in Wiggins, for 
the rich land could annually grow 
bumper crops of cucumbers to supply 
this operation. Thus the name “Pickle 
Town U.S.A.” was acquired by Wig- 
gins as the home of the world’s largest 
pickle plant.

Newton Naval Stores Co. at Wiggins 
produce gum turpentine and gum resin, 
both products of the living pine.

Behind the facade of publicity at- 
tended this new title, thoughtful peo- 
ple set about replanting the forests, 
for this most stable resource was of 
great scope and promised prosperity 
for many generations. Bank of Wiggins 
purchased a tree planter to be made 
available through the county agent to 
all who wished to assist in the crusade. 
Mississippi Forestry Service worked 
diligently with local interests. Today 
the forests are restored, supplying raw 
material for a large segment of the 
county's industrial picture. The saw- 
mills, veneer factory, wood treating 
plants, naval stores plant, show impres- 
sive stocks that are all the products 
of the mighty stands of pine. 

Other industries discovered a quality 
in Stone County that encouraged them 
to locate in this particular place. Join- 
ing the huge pickle plant, which has 
recently completed a $75,000 addition, 
were a $2,000,000 paper products 
plant, a garment factory, a manufac- 
turer of barbecue supplies, and a hos- 
pital gown company. Interest from in- 
dustry in many parts of the nation in- 
dicates that here is a coming industrial 
location of major consequence. 

Stone County is attracting increas- 
ing numbers of sportsmen. In addition 
to good hunting of the area, three in- 
land fishing lakes have been established 
by individual investors. Silver Run 
Lakes, Lake Tac-o-Lean, and Red Gap 
Lake, offer some of the finest bass 
fishing in Coastal Mississippi. In addi- 
tion to the convenience of overnight 
cabins for fishermen, the ardent angler 
may arrive at Red Gap Lake by private 
plane, if he so chooses, as a private air- 
strip is located at this site. 


The еуез of the nation observe the 
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Perkinston College is located in 
Stone County on U. S. Highway 49, 
five miles south of Wiggins. The cam- 
pus proper is located on 30 acres of 
land with an additional 612 acres be- 
ing devoted to dairying and pasture, 
tree farming, and feed production. Es- 
tablished in 1911, the college is the 
parent organization of the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast Junior College District 
which serves Harrison, Stone, Jackson, 
and George Counties. The Perkinston 
campus has facilities for 400 boarding 
students. Through the years, this in- 
stitution has attempted to meet the 
changing educational needs of the 
area and it was this desire that brought 
about the legal formation of the Gulf 
Coast Junior College District and the 
construction of two new campuses. The 
percentage of Stone County high school 
graduates availing themselves of the 
excellent educational program offered 
by the college is well above the na- 
tional average. Vocational training and 
technical training in line with the re- 
quirements of industry and business in 
the area is offered young people and 
adults. A sound two year terminal pro- 
gram is offered in many fields as well 
as a two year preparation course for 
higher education. 

Stone County and Wiggins have just 
completed the Stone County Airport, 
one mile west of Wiggins on Highway 
26, with a 3000 ft. paved landing strip. 
Roadways throughout the county are 
excellent and about twelve miles of 
county roads have been paved in the 
past year. A 120 acre Industrial Park 
adjoins the airport site. 

The Stone County Industrial Board 
working with the Board of Supervisors 
forms a progressive group of dedicated 
leaders, alert to the great potential that 
lies ahead for their county. At this 
time their interest is focused on 
the pilot project of the Pat Harrison 
Waterways Commission which is un- 
der consideration for the northeast cor- 
ner of Wiggins. Michael Baker and 
Assoc. presented the economic survey 
of this development and response was 
enthusiastic from all concerned. A 
$750,000 dam would be erected on 
Flint Creek which would create a 650 
acre reservoir lake. 1350 acres of land 
surrounding the lake will be leased to 
Stone County and Wiggins to be de- 
veloped as a tremendous recreation 
area. The lake area lies at the northeast 
corner of Wiggins and part of the des- 
ignated lake and reserved area is within 
the city limits. The development of 
this new recreation area will create a 
tourist attraction that may well prove 
a formidable rival to the coastal beach 
resorts some miles to the south. 

The attitude of these people of Stone 
County and Wiggins is so progressive 
and alert, their feelings for maximum 


development of their county are ex- 
pressed with such fervent enthusiasm, 
one cannot help but absorb this spirit 
when talking with them of plans for 
the future. The atmosphere in town 
and county is charged with such a posi- 
tive and confident approach in this 
quest to build an economy that will 
eventually attain top ranks in Mississip- 
pi, that one feels certain they will reach 
their goal in record time. 

The orderliness of appearance that 
reflects the orderliness of thinking in 
both town and county and the sound- 
ness of plans for the future, should be 
a great inducement for both new resi- 
dents and new industry to locate in 
Stone County.

The 
fact that they survived so well the 
years of economic adjustment after the 
sawmills departed, gained them re- 
spect and esteem. But this new feeling, 
that is now so evident, was not per- 
ceptible at the mid point of the 20th 
century. 

Now, the town is fairly bursting with 
a magnetic aura of progress, growth, 
and prosperity. It has figuratively leap- 
ed to its feet and started a movement 
to build what promises to become a 
leading city of Coastal Mississippi. 

In 1960, a considerable surrounding 
area was annexed by the city, giving 
many subdivisions the advantages ol 
city protection and utilities. This new 
area has developed into most attrac- 
tive neighborhoods, containing many 
beautiful homes both large and small. 

The homes of Wiggins deserve spe- 
cial mention. Many are so outstanding 
in design and exquisitely landscaped 
one feels they may well have been ex- 
hibited pictorially in the pages of the 
most exclusive decorating and garden- 
ing magazines. It is obvious these are 
citizens who take great pride in their 
surroundings and have a true apprecia- 
tion of beauty. 

The children of Wiggins have ex- 
cellent educational advantages. The 
largest of the city's three schools (all 
part of the county school system) is 
Stone County High School, rated AA 
by the Mississippi State Board of Ed- 
ucation. This facility serves the entire 
county school district with a fleet of 
14 busses to transport students to and 
from its doors. The school system has 
a total of 32 buses bringing children 
to the various attendance centers. The 
High School offers 39 units of work 
and special instruction is available in 
piano, voice, and dancing in the build- 


ing. There is a full time guidanee coun- 
selor and the foreign language depart- 
ment utilizes the latest electronic equip- 
ment in the language laboratory. Mr. 
E. J. Roberts, principal, who was kind 
enough to supply Mississippi Monitor 
with all of this information on the 
schools, takes great pride in the ap- 
pearance of the handsome structure 
and its trim appearance testifies that 
he has imparted this feeling to the 
student. The center contains 15 class- 
rooms, library, study hall, homemaking 
suite for home economics classes (in- 
cludes sewing lab, food lab, living 
room, and grooming department), cafe- 
teria, office complex (principal's of- 
fice, assistant principal's office, teach- 
ers lounge, and reception room), and 
à gymnasium. A full intercom system 
serves the entire center. The students 
and faculty are justly proud of their 
fine band and the choral group. To 
balance the study program, a carefully 
planned physical education schedule 
is maintained. The school has year- 
round sports participation and the foot- 
ball team is a member of the Gulf Coast 
Conference. Students also participate 
in basketball, baseball, track, tennis. 
and golf. Mr. Roberts is pleased with 
the fact that most graduates of Stone 
County High continue their education 
after graduation, generally at Perkins- 
ton College, which has direct bus ser- 
vice to Wiggins.

Wiggins is a good family town where 
education is valued and churches well 
attended. It is a stable community 
where their is practically no unem- 
ployment.

The pronounced hilly topography of 
George County creates a splendid land- 
scape that invites exploring by those 
who love the beauties of nature. The 
forests and fields that pattern the land 
with everchanging hues of green and 
brown, attest to nature's generous en- 
dowment of fertile soil and mild cli- 
mate that has substantially. supported 
the people of this area for generations. 

This has always been an agricultural 
county with many successful pursuits 
in cattle, row crops, and timber. Farm- 
ers have been alert to improved agri- 
cultural methods and the advantages 
of modern fertilizers; landowners have 
taken advantage of good forest man- 
agement programs; cattlemen have or- 
ganized to improve stock through care- 
ful breeding and recommended animal 
care; soil conservation practices have 
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been observed. This has created a 
prosperous agrarian economy that has 
earned George County a reputation for 
diligence and stability. 

Through this lovely fertile land flows 
a great river, the Pascagoula. Wide 
and deep, it cuts a natural water high- 
way through the red clay hills with 
their mantle of valuable forests, rush- 
ing millions of gallons of water south- 
ward to the Gulf of Mexico. It is a 
picturesque river luring sportsmen to 
tishing, boating, and waterskiing, and 
families to enjoy picnics in the cool 
shade of the trees that line its banks. 

But now it has a new meaning to the 
people of George County. The river 
says — use this water in another Way, 
its power, its supply, its way of trans- 
portation that is so meaningful in this 
time of migration by the giants of in- 
dustry to the southland. The people 
have heeded the message and the re- 
sulting Pat Harrison Waterway Project 
now promises a new way of progress 
for George County whereby her water- 
ways will join the rich terrain in pro- 
viding new wealth for all. 

The height of the hills drained by 
the tributaries of the Pascagoula in 
George County suggest the ease of 
creation of sizeable reservoirs which 
could conserve vast water stores and 
possibly be developed as a new power 
producing source, both factors vital ne- 
cessities sought after by industry today. 
The area is at present supplied with 
abundant power and water beyond the 
supply in most parts of the nation. 
The mild climate eliminates countless 
problems industry is forced to cope 
with in northern latitudes. A good la- 
bor pool is available and with plenty 
of land for both industrial and resi- 
dential expansion, increase in the labor 
force could be accommodated without 
difficulty. 
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With this view of the future in mind, 
the George County Board of Supervi- 
sors and George County Development 
Inc. map plans for a new economy for 
their people. A few miles to the south, 
industry has moved rapidly into now 
highly "industrial Jackson County. As 
this land area fast becomes exhausted, 
how natural for industry to follow the 
banks of the Pascagoula northward, en- 
couraged by the efficiency and organ- 
ization set up by alert leaders of 
George County. Already many per- 
sonnel from the congested industrial 
section to the south have established 
residence here and more are expected. 


The county seat is the bright, busy, 
trim city of Lucedale, a center of coun- 
ty activities and meetings of civic 
groups. County and city officials har- 
moniously work hand in hand for the 
general good of both the county and 
town. This was the incentive for a 
huge garment company to locate in 
Lucedale in 1959 and this past year a 
$250,000 bond issue was voted bv the 
people to increase the size of this in- 
stallation. The addition will increase 
employment by 250 bringing the total 
to 500 workers at the plant with an 
annual payroll of approximately $1,- 
200,000. A fertilizer plant opened in 
Lucedale in 1963 offering farmers a 
new service in "prescription-type" fer- 
tilizer mixes that company owner Dar- 
win Holland estimates will save area 
farmers $40,000 yearly. A handsome 
new motel has been added in the heart 
of town by a Lucedale family who, like 
other residents, see this new promise 
for their city and county and are ready 
to cooperate in supplying necessary 
goods and services. Another motel is 
located on Highway 98 north of town. 


Lucedale is a beautiful small city. 
The streets are wide and tree shaded, 
homes are attractive, and the business 
district is orderly and well stocked. 
City fathers take great pride in render- 
ing the greatest possible service to their 
people, working with professional city 
planners so that all developments are

geared to long range projected growth. 
The city water system is served by two 
deep wells and has a complete filter 
system. All streets are lighted and the 
main street of the business district is 
lighted by up-to-the-minute mercury 
vapor lamps. A recent city project in- 
cluded paving of 31 city streets. 

Luce Memorial Park, in the center 
of town opposite the new City Hall, is 
a beautiful facility that has playground 
equipment, picnic tables, tennis courts, 
and cabins for scouts. Magnificent 
trees shade the hilly expanse and make 
the park one of the most attractive in 
Coastal Mississippi. 

The people of Lucedale and George 
County are friendly and gracious, one 
immediately feels welcome їп their 
presence. “Observation indicates that 
this generous and considerate attitude 
extends to all functions of business and 
government. In keeping with this idea, 
a thoughtful and commendable step 
taken recently by the city designates 
$2 of every traffic fine toward a safe 
driving program. In the words of Ma- 
yor Whitney DeMonbrun, “the amounts 
spent in the safe drivers program will 
pay dividends not necessarily in money 
—but in savings in law enforcement ex- 
penses associated with inexperienced 
and untrained drivers”, and, the report 
went on to say, add to the general safe- 
ty of all the people of the area. 

The schools of George County are 
given top consideration. A comprehen- 
sive program is in operation that in- 
cludes higher mathematics, general sci- 
ence, chemistry, physics, and Spanish 
at the High School level (basic Spanish 
in elementary), music, art, vocational 
home economics, and agriculture, a 
complete commercial course, physical 
education, driver education and safety 
study, in הו‎ to the usual curricu- 
lum. Schools at Lucedale, Agricola, 
and Rocky Creek each have fully 
equipped bands with full time direc- 
tors, stadiums, and football, baseball, 
basketball, and track teams. 

А recent long range plan announced 
by the County School Board calls for 
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J. T: DUDLEY - Manager 


a consolidated high school to be built 
at Central, incorporating the Broom, 
Central, and Basin schools. This con- 
solidated school would take care of all 
students from grades 1-12 in that area. 
The plans also include the rebuild- 
ing of a high school at Agricola, a 
growing community in the southeast- 
ern section of the county. The whole 
plan is based on an attempt of the 
School Board to equalize educational 
opportunities of all children in George 
County. 

Residents enjoy leisure hours at the 
beautiful new Lucedale Country Club, 
2% miles south of Lucedale on high- 
way 63. It has a nine hole golf course, 
six acre lake stocked with fish, two 
swimming pools (one for adults and 
one for children) and a caretakers 
house in addition to the spacious club- 
house. 

The spring of 1964 saw the comple- 
tion to a new $80,000 wing to the 
George County Hospital, one of the 
largest community hospitals in the 
southern part of the state. 

Other activities in the county are: 
the annual George County Fair held 
in Lucedale each fall; the anual South- 
eastern Regional Horse Show held at 
Ruri Mar Ranch on Highway 613 south 
of Lucedale; weekly auctions at the 
George County Stockyards, Lucedale; 
Sky Divers of Gulf Coast Parachute 
Association, weekends at Farmco Air- 
strip. The county also operates а 
Farmer's Market at Lucedale. 

It is easy to see that even though 
faced with a bright new challenge in 
the development of the Pat Harrison 
Waterway Project and an opportunity 
for an unlimited industrial future, the 
county leaders will steadily maintain 
a balanced economy by the considera- 
tion given to established agricultural 
pursuits and the recognition of citizen 
needs. Such an astute gov eming body 
will surely reap the greatest benefits 
for the county when the great water- 
way project unfolds and its develop- 
ment will bring a new era of success 
to George County.
